Although  we  have  steadily  increased  our  production  of  rose-bushes  each  season,  we  seem  still 
unable  to  keep  up  with  the  rapidly  increasing  demand.  As  was  the  case  a year  ago,  heavy  advance 
sales  made  during  the  spring  and  summer  have  booked  us  up  very  closely  to  our  estimated  supplies 
in  many  varieties,  so  that  we  are  not  offering  a complete  assortment  until  after  our  stock  is  dug, 
graded  and  accurately  counted  early  in  the  winter.  We  hope  then  to  have  many  additional  varieties 
to  offer.  Rose  growing  has  always  been  our  leading  specialty  and  while  our  supplies  for  this  season 
are  not  as  large  as  we  could  wish,  they  are  by  no  means  inconsiderable  and  we  expect  to  be  able  to 
take  care  of  our  trade  with  satisfaction  to  our  customers.
